THE PIONEER, DIDSBURY, 


ANCIENT PICTURE THIEVES, 


Some Who Were Caught and Exe. 
cuted—A Case of Substitution. 


In olden days, indeed until the end 
of the Napoleonic era, art robberies 
on a grand scale were the privilege 
of the mighty of this earth and the 
adjunct of victorious wartare. This 
was so in the days of ancient Rome, 
when shiploadfuls of marble and 
bronzes were transplanted = from 
Greek to Italian soil, and it was again 
when the first Napoleon pillaged the 
collections and churches of Italy and 
Spain. Such action, however, was 
considered the conqueror’s right and 
does not come within the scope of 
this article, which is to deal with 
petty theft and criminal appropria- 
tion of works of art. 

The first deed of this nature cf 
which I have been able to trace the 
record occurred so far back as 1601, 
when two heads were cut out cf 
Wenceslaus Koeberger’s ‘Martyrdom 
of St. Sebastian’ in Antwerp cathe- 
dral, The fragment is said to be 


even now in an English private col- 
lection. But the thieves were caught 
and speedily put to death. 

Other cases are on record of art 
thefts committed in the dim past, 
but in most cases they amount to a 


bare statement that such and such a 
picture or object disappeared at such 
and such a date and has never been 
heard of since. These records lack 
the flavor of romance which clings to 
those other cases in which the pere- 
wrinations of the thieves and of the 
stolen property can be followed as in 
that of the famous Murillo at Seville 
cathedral, representing “The Ap- 
pearance of the Infant Jesus to St. 
Anthony.” 

The Duke of Wellington is said to 
have been so struck by the beauty of 
this masterpiece—a canvas of impos- 
ing size—that he offered to cover the 
whole surface with gold pieces if the 
chapter would sell it to him. How- 
ever, the chapter vefused, and in 
November, 1874, the figure of St. An- 
thony was cut out of the picture by 
unknown hands, and the fragment 
found its way to America.

the minttest detail. Every sentence, 
avery word and letter and punctua- 
tion mark is infallibly guaranteed by 
the Holy Ghost! Nobody, to the 
knowledge of the present writer, hus 
ever said that he holds quite that 
theory of inspiration. But if the popue 
iar idea of the Bible were analyzed 
it would warrant the inference. And 
this infallibility is in practice claim- 
ed for the Bible as printed in the 
English tongue and read in our 
churches! Yet all the world knows, 
should know, that the revised 
version which we now possess is based 
on the authorized version, which is 


jan improved edition of the bishops’ 


Bible, which was a bad copy of Crane 
mer’s Bible, which was based on 
Coverdale’s translations of Dutch 
and Latin transiations and Rogers’ 
version of Tindall’s Bible! And if 
we expect to find rigidly accurate 
messages from the very mind of God, 
conveyed in a version of a version 
which is a translation of a transla- 
tion, we are demanding the most mir- 
aculous of all conceivable miracles. 

Popular misinformation about the 
Bible seems to begin with the pur- 
chase of a copy in a bookstore. Yet 
the adventures of the Bible docu- 
ments before the day of the printing 
press constitute one of the romances 
of history.

The Direct Methods of Work of John 
D. Rockefeller, 


Let us give a story to show John D. 
Rockefeller’s fundamentally direct 
methods of working: 

In the early nineties he found him- 
self in possession of a great deal of 
land in the iron ore country in te 
Lake Superior region. To make the 
land, which was purchased as an in- 
vestinent, yield any interest it was 
necessary to get this ore to market. 
His competitors controlled the means 
of transportation, and he was prac- 
tically shut out of the best and most 
effective facilities. This was the way 
he went at the task of overcoming 
these disadvantages: 

He sent, first, a representative to 
find out who knew most about ore 
transportation and the building of 
ore vessels, The identity of the man 
was easily discovered, and it was, of 
course, a man who was himself a 
large factor in the control of the trade 
into which Mr. Rockefeller purposed 
to enter, 

Most people would have concealed 
their plans from the one person who 
was to be the chief rival in the new 


business, This is exactly the oppo- 
site of what Mr. Rockefeller did. He 
asked the gentleman to call upon 


him and then explained to this ex- 
pert that he was going into the ore 
business and that he wanted him to 
build the boats, When the ore man 
recovered from his amazement he de- 
clined and explained that he had no 
idea of working to aid a new rival to 
go into his business. In ten minutes 
Mr. Rockefeller explained to him that 
he was obliged to market his iron ore 
from his lands to get an income from 
the investment, that he was willing 
to pay the builder a good profit for 
the best boats that could be built 
that he was also willing to give an 
order then and there for $3,000,000 
worth of ships, but that if he did not 
care to take this order he would have 
to go to the next best man, which 
would deprive the ore man of the 
profit to be gained from building the 
boats, but that the work would surely 
be done by some one. He had logie 
and common sense on his side, and 
the ten minutes’ talk was sufficient. 
The 


details were worked out at the 
office, The ore man aecepted the 
order at a price profitable to him, 
and the result was a good bargain for 
both. You may be sure that the 
satisfaction to Mr. Rockefeller was 
the personal touch with the man-—the 
making of the trade, Even in his 
most active times he ‘vas not inter: 


ested in details

caise will produce the tragedy which 
in their stupidity they rejected. Napo- 
leon.” Two hours later the work _was

accepted. In three weeks it was pro 
duced before a brilliant audience, de- | 
clared a success, and the alleged au- 
thor was decorated with the grand | 
cross of the Legion of Honor.

Eldest in Galaxy of Self-Governing 
British Colonies Proposes to Cele- 
brate Her Autonomy by Erecting a 
Historical Edifice Which Will Bear 
Names of Iilustrious Dead—"Din- 
gle’ Transferred te Lt.-Governor. 


Nova Scotia stands at the head of 
the long list of self-governing coun- 
tries within the present British Em- 

ire, with free constitutions, estab- 
ished by authority of the British 
Parliament. Nova Scotia takes her 

lace as the elder sister in the Brit- 
sh Constitutional family, and the 
Canes meeting of her assembly was 
eld at Halifax on Oct. 2, 1758. At 
that date the provinces of Quebee and 
Ontario, and much more territory 
stretching athwart the continent, were 
under the military rule of the King of

France, British Columbia @d not 
become a British colony for a hun- 
dred years later. Australian and New 
Zealand were unsettled and unclaim- 
ed. The Cope of Good Hope did not 
become British until half a century 
later; it was formally ceded to the 
British crown in 1814, 

The residents of the province pro- 
nase to eclobenta thoir nomi terconton 
ary by erecting a handsome tower of 
stone, To that end Sir Sandford Flem- 
ing has arranged to transfer to His 
Honor the Licutenant-Governor, in 
trust, for the purposes of a public 
park, that portion of his property on 
the south side of the North West Arm, 
commonly known as the “Dingle” and 
extending back so as to embrace up- 
wards of 100 acres, 

Realizing thet this new park would 
afford an excellent site, the exeeutive 
of the Canadian Club have undertak- 
en to raise the necessary funds, esti- 
mated at from fifteen to twenty thon- 
sand dollars, for the erection of the 
structure, which is intended to be a 
Visible expression of admiration fer 
the system of Government, settled by

The sea- 
toning must be supplied with good 
fresh butter, milk, salt and pepper. 
Leave no canned goods in a can that 
has been opened. Remove at once. 
This may rob the vegetables of some 
food value, but it fa safest and best te 
do Ro, 

Hot dishes sometimes leave whitish 
marks on varnished tables when set, 
es they should not be, carelessly upon 
them, For removing them pour some 
lamp ofl on the spot and rub {t hard 
with a soft cloth, Pour on a little 
spirits and rub {ft dry with another 
cloth, and the whole mark will disap 
pear,’ leaving the table as bright as 
befors,
